is to run for a t'hfrd term on the is- 
sue of treaty ratification, now is the 
psychological time'for him to make it 
known, in the opinion today of close 
political observers in Washington. 


The white house, is being anxiously 


watched by democratic party leaders 
for some indication of what the presi- 
dent will do. now that the senate has 
returned the treaty to him. 
Oflicials 


of the party organization privately 
profess to believe there is no chance 
of \Viison becoming a candidate on a 
ratification platform. 
But it is con- 


sidered significant- that no definite 
word has come flrosn tho executive 
mansion and members of the presi- 
dent's household refuse oven to talk 
about it. 


The ntiblic declaration is expected 


soon. 
In that message to the people 


->f The United States, the president is 
expected to announce that the treat} 
is in the campaign, that he will not 
••banrlon the idea of havins a rea" 
league of nations with America in it. 
and that he will await with confidence 
the verdict of the voters in November. 


Those who believe Wilson may run 


again argue it is logical for him tc 
come forward as the one candidate 
whose election would mean beyond ; 
doubt that the people demand rati'i 
cation. His health is the biggest ob- 
stacle, according to those close to the 
white house. Persons who know him 
and traveled, with him on his speak- 
ing tour last fall believe that the im- 
portance of treaty ratification trans- 
cends everything, in his estimation. 
He considers 
the treaty 
is greater 


than politics or third term traditions. 
If lie feels that such a step would as- 
sure ratification, he.would.be strong- 
ly impelled to enter the arena to clar- 
ify 
the issue in theOcompaign, his 


friends say. At the very least, he is 
expected to get into Abe fight to the 
extent of attempting to dictate a treaty 
plank for the 
democratic platform, 


and designating some 
candidate to 


make the race on that principle, as a 
•'Wilson man.''

tion in the form of the l«th, 14th

In the third period came the en- 


forcement of law. the speaker con-

Not only does thai now in- 


clude Ihc ISlh amendment to the con- 
stitution, bu'. we are in a time when 
we are to determine whether we shall 
-.land by the law or tread it under- 
foot. 


"1 make no discussion of the ISth 


amendment except to say that it is in 
lhe constitution. 
1 have no quarrel 


with anybody who did not w^iit it 
put in there, but if they don'Miko it, 
it can be taken out in the same way it 
was put in.' Any man who-by his own 
act raises his hand to try "any other 
xvay of removing it allies himself with 
anarchists, who are against all law," 
continued Mr. Willis.

lias become the fixed policy of govern- 
ments until* the present day. It is expedi- 
ent therefore in the judgment of the al- 
lied governments that a strong Poland ex- 


• ist, one that is able to withstand the at- 


tacks of Bolshevists and help the allies in 
case Germany makes the second attempt 
to disturb the peace of the world. This 
same principle wiped Poland off the map 
only a century and a half ago. At that 
time it was expedient thai Poland should 
lose its sovereignly and that Russia.

Hay and President Roosevcll "laughed 
themselves into tears" over Ihe persist- 
ence of the German Ambassador in in- 
quiring what Mr. Roosevelt thought of a 
medal pompously bestowed upon him by 
Ihe Ambassador's "imperial master"— 
a medal, explained Mr. Hay "that you 
could buy anywhere for thirty cents." 


In the current Scribner's appears a let- 


ter written by Mr. Roosevelt in 1911 deal- 
ing with his visit to German}-, in which 
he reveals an understanding both of the 
kaiser's egotism and of the menace of 
German ambitions to the peace of the 
•world. Mr. Roosevelt writes that in mat- 
ters of "inlernalional morality" he and 
the kaiser were "complelcy asunder,'* 
and that such international morality as 
the German diplomats believed in was 
that of "one pirate among his fellow pi- 
rates." He saw that Germany had "the 
arrogance of a very strong power as yet 
almost untouched by the feeble aspira- 
tions toward international equity which 
one-or two other strong powers, notably 
England and America, do at'least begin 
lo feel." Mr. Roosevelt perceived Amer- 
ica was not liked by the emperor, war- 
lords, the middle class, or even by the so- 
cialists, and he measured up the kaiser 
as not only a bully but one who bluffed 
and was apt lo back down.

"You are always writing that there 


is no such thing as taking cold; that 
people never have 'colds,'; that these 
'•colds' are purely infectious diseases, 
spread from person to person. 
"It seems to me that everybody 


knows, and knows it well, that it is a 
perfectly easy thing to 'catch cold." 
Suppose a person not used to severe 
exposure, gets his feet wet and sits 
about 
in the winter time nuite a 


while with them wet. He is practical- 
ly sure to 
get what he will call 'a 


cold' out of it. Also he will do so if 
he took off his flannels and went out 
without them in cold weather. Per- 
sons often take cold when they have 
their hair cut in cold weather. If one 
drops off to sleep in a warm room 
that turns cold before be awakens 
(he not being abed) he is very liable 
to 'catch cold.' 
People 
also catch 


cold by sitting in a draft, being unac- 
customed to same. Women who are 
doing washing and become sweaty in 
a hot, steamy ' room, often 'catch 
cold* by going 
out to hang up the 
clothes'without wrapping up proper- 
ly. 
Workmen, riding home in the 


cool evening in 
the summer, with 


their garments sweaty and without a 
coal, olten 'catch cold.' Please take 
this phase of the subject up and write 
about it." (Henry S.) 


There is no way of knowing what 


you mean these various instances 
of alleged injury to health by sudden 
alterations of surface temperature or 
circulation. 
Unfortunately "a cold," 


in the popular view, means almost 
anything one may happen to com- 
plain of. 


It is clear 
and obvious that the 


washerwoman or the workman or the 
athlete or any one who uses muscle 
may develop muscle soreness or stiff- 
ness from sudden chilling after such 
exertion. The cause of the soreness 
or lameness of muscles in such cases 
is retention of waste material, pro- 
ducts of combustion not -completely 
removed by the circulation. 
On the 


other hand, let the same individual 
develop a free perspiration in a pas- 
sive manner, that is. by the applica- 
tion of heat and without muscular ef- 
fort, and then be suddenly chilled, 
and he will suffer no ill consequence 
whatever, as everybody knows who 
has ever toyed with the Turkish bath. 


All your other citations are mere 


hearsay, imagination. 
You just ac- 


cuse the alleged "exposure ex pest 
facto in the exceptional coincidence 
of a respiratory infection soon after 
the fancied J.'ex^osure." If the ."ex- 
posure" were of any importance, how- 
are we to account for the fact that 
nino out of ten times, at least, the ill- 
ness fails to materialize after the 
fancied "exposure?'' 


Henry, I freely admit I am some- 


thing of a crank on various subjects,, 
but there can be no compromise on 
this subject, save by the old women 
of the medical professions. Either ex- 
posure, in. the familiar sense, is a 
causative or contributing factor of 
such diseases as pneumonia, diphther- 
ia, bronchitis, coryza and other res- 
piratory infections, or it is not.

but not alarmingly so. This announce- 
ment by 
a reliable 
Appleton shoe 


dealer is somewhat contrary to the 
expectations 
of-Mr. Ultimate Con- 


sumer, 
who lias had 
his old ones 


"tapped" so as to make them wear 
until the bottom dropped out of the 
footwear market. 


Wholesale 
prices qi'oted on new 


shipments of shoes are from .40 to 75 
cents a pair higher than formerly. 
This will mean to the purchaser an 
increase in the retail price of any- 
where from 50 cents to $l..">o on each 
pair, according to wholesale -cost and 
quality. This is hardly reassuring so 
far as the high cost of living is con- 
cerned, but there is one redeeming 
feature; namely, that the increase is 
in no way as large as past, boosts in 
shoe prices. 
The reason for this situation is not 


so much a matter of rising costs as a 
damming up of the channels of pro- 
duction and distribution of leather 
goods. Raw hides are a drug on the 
market, and finished leather for the 
manufacture of shoes is a scarce ar- 
ticle. 
In between stands the tan- 
nerieg of-the country, which cannot 
v~ium uelp enough to keep the sup- 
>lv of leather moving. 


Tanneries are not desirable places 


to work as a rule, and ttiereiore 101- 
eigners aif about the onlv ones who 
could be" induced to earn their liveli- 
hood there. Imigration put a stop to 
the influx of this class of labor, and 
the average Aineiican will seek some 
other job than that of the foul odored 
tannery. 
Could this labor shortage 


be remedied, there would be a change 
for the benefit of the consumer, it 
was said.

There is considerable talk about 


profiteering in the shoe industry, but 
dealers 
have 
no fear of the agi- 
tation. They are awaiting the out- 
come of a sweeping investigation be- 
ing made by the Senate, headed by 
Senator McXerry of Oregon. The com- 
mittee has unlimited power to ascer- 
tain how the increased cost of shoes 
fc caused. In practically every elate 
in the union branches of the National 
Shoe Retailers association are coop- 
crating with the fair price commis- 
sions and have compiled a list show- 
ing fair prices on shoes. This pre- 
vents any unprincipled dealer from 
extorting"unduly high prices from the 
consumer. 
The problem that concerns the shoe 


dealer most now is that there arc 
practically no light rubbers available 
and the shortage in styles and sizes 
is becoming acute. Female workers 
in the rubber factories have quit 
their jobs because they could receive 
more pay in other lines and the result 
is that the jobbing houses arc prac- 
tically empty. Dealers who have vain- 
ly tried to secure enough rubbers to 
take care of the spring trade assert 
"«it in the jobbing houses between 
Green Bay and St. Louis there are not 
more than ten dozen pairs of rubbers 
in any size or style.

London—No taxation without repre- 


sentation! 


Some MO years odd after the Amer- 


ican colonists shouted this in defiance 
of King George 111 of England, the 
same battlecry is being raised,by tho 
people of the little Isle of Man who 
are ruled by George V of England. 
And their voice will probably be heard 
m Parliament. 


The isle is niled by a lieutenant gov- 


ernor and an upper council named by 
the crown and by u House of Keys 
elected by the people. 
The council 


and the keys together form the legis- 
lative body known as the Tynwald. 


Apparently with the approval of the 


taxpayers, the House of Keys has tak- 
en tho diastic step^ of refusing to 
meet with the lieutenant governor and 
tho upper 
council because salaries 


have been increased without its con- 
sent. The salary 
raises'amount to 


.$100.000. which is equal to about one- 
fourth of the revenues before the war. 


It is estimated that other raises, 


bound to follow, 
will run it up to 


$250.000. A much higher rate of pay 
has been given the police, who it is 
claimed have a hard time finding any- 
thing to do except when the summer 
tourists begin to arrive. 
Other offi- 


cials have also been favored. 


The gist of the complaint is that 


the increases have been granted with- 
out consultation with the parliamen- 
tary body elected 
by the Manxmen 


themselves. They say in the last re- 
sort this moans the isle is governed 
by permanent officials at the home of- 
fice in London who have responsibili- 
ty neither to the 'British 
House of 


commons nor to the Manx people.
